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MERRY CHRISTMAS 


C HRISTMAS in Hackney 
kicked off in style with 
the switching on of the 
festive lights and the 
unveiling of five designer trees 
around the borough. 

The town centre illuminations 
were part of the ‘Make Hackney 
Sparkle’ programme of events, 
which have been organised by 
the Council to support local 
businesses. It is being funded by 
£150,000 in private sponsorship. 

The campaign features an 
array of free, festive activities for 
residents to enjoy throughout 


December. This includes a range 
of Christmas markets and 
late night shopping at 
Broadway Market; 

Chatsworth Road; 

Stoke Newington 
Farmers’ 

Market; 

Hackney 
Central; and 
Rivington Street, 
in Shoreditch. 

There are also 
activities for the family 
to enjoy such as the ‘Oh Yes It Is’ 
pantomime exhibition at Hackney 


Museum, featuring behind-the- 
scenes footage from this year’s 

production, ‘Puss in Boots’. 
Plus colourful Moshi 
Monsters lampposts 
for youngsters, 
which are situated 
near the designer 
trees in Hackney’s 
town centres 
and activated by 
smartphones. 

To celebrate Hackney’s 
status as cycling capital of 
the UK, St John-at-Hackney 
Church is hosting a free screening 


of classic Christmas movie 
‘Home Alone’ on 1 8 December, 
which will be powered by a 
pedal driven generator. 

The annual ‘Christmas Past’ 
exhibition is open at Geffrye 
Museum, giving visitors a glimpse 
into how the season has been 
celebrated for the last 400 years; 
and a ‘Festival of Light’ at Dalston 
Eastern Curve Garden will see 
over 400 lanterns made by the 
community illuminated on 19 to 
22 December.

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SMALL army of 
street cleaners and 
parking wardens 
are gearing up 
to help keep Hackney 
moving should heavy 
snow return this winter. 

The Council’s highways 
contractor is on call 24 
hours a day with its fleet of 
gritting trucks and ploughs 
ready to cover more than 
100km of main roads and 
bus routes. 

To support these efforts, 
the Council has 125 staff 
who can get to its depot 
within an hour to pick up 
equipment and get to work 
on side streets and areas 
around schools and shops. 

There are also 
grit bins across the 
borough which residents 


can use themselves. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“Keeping Hackney moving 
in heavy snow requires a 
real team effort. We know 
it’s not just the main roads 
that matter which is why 
we draft in road sweepers, 
parks staff, graffiti teams 
and parking wardens to 
help move the snow. 

“First we prioritise town 
centres, main pedestrian 
routes and pavements 
outside hospitals, doctors’ 


surgeries and schools, and 
then focus on other busy 
areas. We cannot grit or 
clear everywhere, so we also 
have more than 50 grit bins 
for members of the public 
to treat places which we 
can’t reach.”

Mandela remembered 


T HE former leader 
of South Africa, 
Nelson Mandela, is 
being remembered 
in a series of events 
across Hackney. 

Flags were flown at half- 
mast at Hackney Town Hall 
after the announcement of 
his death on 5 December, 
and a book of remembrance 
is available for residents and 
visitors to sign. 

The book is situated in 
the Town Hall, and will 
move to Hackney Museum 
on 3 January. The venue 
is set to host an afternoon 
of remembrance and 
celebration for all 
the community.

The event will take place 
between 2pm and 7pm with 
guests Cllr Patrick Vernon, 
and British African social 
rights activist Toyin Agbetu, 
speaking at 5.30pm. 

This is also a last chance 
to see the museum’s 
‘Sankofa’ exhibition, which 
looks back at 75 years of 


the history of African and 
African Caribbean people 
in Britain, as well as the 
development of Black 
History Month in the UK. 

Students across schools in 
the borough also paid their 
respects to the civil rights 
icon. Pupils and staff at The 
Urswick School gathered 
to remember Mandela in a 
series of assemblies to pay 
tribute to his life. 

Students at BSix 


Sixth Form College 
commemorated Mandela 
through a musical 
performance. Singer and 
guitarist Thabani Nyoni 
joined pupils at the college 
on 12 December. 

Princess May Primary 
School also held an 
assembly, and pupils created 
a memorial wall. 

Mayor of Hackney, 

Jules Pipe, said: “Nelson 
Mandela transcended 
politics; his life and work 
represented the enduring 
values of freedom, dignity 
and equality. In a diverse 
community such as 
Hackney’s, his memory 
and legacy will always have 
a special resonance.” 


SOME of the biggest names in music have collaborated 
with Shelter to raise money for children who face being 
homeless this Christmas. 

Nearly 40 artists including local boys Rudimental (pictured 
above), Alt-J, Billy Bragg, Hackney resident Emeli Sande 
(below), and The Vaccines agreed to be photographed by 
Paul Heneker for the Took Listen’ project. 

The resulting images are on display at The Print Space, 
Dalston, and signed prints are being auctioned online to 
raise funds for the charity until 22 December. 

There are 80,000 homeless children across the UK, with 
62,000 of those in London. Many end up in emergency 
accommodation like B&Bs where an entire family may 
have to live in one room. Research has found that these 
children can often witness violence, drug use, and suffer 
malnutrition due to lack of proper cooking facilities. 

Paul said: “It’s heart-breaking to hear that tens of 
thousands of children will be homeless this Christmas. 

Knowing that so many families don’t 
have a place to call home makes 
the work I do in support of 
Shelter even more important 
to me.”

More police for Hackney over the busy Christmas and New Year period 
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HACKNEY Council 
is funding extra police 
patrols over the Christmas 
and New Year period to 
help ensure the safety of 
residents and visitors. 

The patrols form part of 
Operation Winter Nights, 
run by Hackney police and 
the Council’s community 
safety wardens. Extra 
officers will be stationed 


across the borough every 
weekend in December and 
on New Year’s Eve. 

High visibility patrols are 
taking place in Dalston and 
Shoreditch at the busiest 
times of the night, ensuring 
party-goers keep the noise 
down in residential areas. 
Officers and wardens are 
also focusing on anti-social 
behaviour in Gillett Square, 


enforcing a dispersal zone. 

Personal safety 
information is being 
handed out to revellers and 
plain clothes officers will 
carry out an operation to 
catch illegal, unlicensed 
taxi drivers. Officers will 
also visit licensed premises. 

Deputy Mayor, Cllr 
Sophie Linden, said: 
“Hackney has some great 


venues for a good night 
out. We want to encourage 
people to enjoy what 
Hackney has to offer this 
Christmas, but we want 
them to stay safe and 
respect those living nearby. 

“By working with 
the police and funding 
extra patrols, we hope 
everyone will have a 
safe Christmas.”

T HE countdown 
to Christmas in 
Hackney began in 
full festive earnest 
on 1 December. 

Hundreds of people 
turned out to see Christmas 
lights being switched on 
in Hackney Town Hall 
Square. Children and adults 
who had just been to see 
‘Puss in Boots’ at Hackney 
Empire were in good spirits 
as they waited to see the 
Christmas tree illuminated. 

The designer tree is one 
of five situated around the 
borough - as part of the 
Council’s ‘Make Hackney 
Sparkle’ programme of 
events - and is designed by 
House of Hackney. 

Other trees include Emma 
Cook’s pink creation in 
Stoke Newington; Holly 


Fulton’s monochrome 
installation in Hackney 
Wick; Louise Gray’s multi- 
coloured Dalston tree; and 
hat maker Piers Atkinson’s 
Shoreditch tree. 

The Speaker of Hackney, 
Cllr Michael Desmond, 
addressed the crowd and 
told a few jokes before 
handing the proceedings 
over to panto star Kat B, to 
flick the switch. 

The Hackney Empire 
Community Choir marked 
the occasion with a mix of 
classic and modern songs. 

Resident Valerie Baysan, 
62, said: “It’s the most 
beautiful tree that’s been 
here for a long time. I’ve 
lived in Hackney for 40 
years and this is splendid, 
not just for children but 
adults too.” 


Elsewhere in Hackney 
on 1 December, Dalston 
Christmas Market enticed 
the crowds with a vast array 
of creative talent. Over 
40 specialist stalls selling 


clothing, leather goods, art, 
street food, and curiosities 
paraded their wares. 

The inaugural event 
was organised by City 
Showcase, in partnership 


with the Council, in support 
of Hackney Winter Night 
Shelter, a charity providing 
refuge for homeless people 
during the winter. 

A music stage was 
compered by comedian 
Hardeep Singh Kohli 
and featured choirs from 
London Fields Primary 
School, Lauriston School, 
Rushmore Primary School, 
and Hackney Borough 
Youth Choir. Millfields 
Community School choir 
also performed their charity 
single ‘C-H-R-I-S-T-M-A-S’. 

The Dalston Singers, a 
group of residents who 
came together on the day to 
learn harmonies in just two 
hours, also performed for 
passing shoppers. 

Local stallholders 
included knitwear from 


Catherine Tough and Stoke 
Newington’s beef specialists 
Manzo Fumato. 

There were also products 
from Home Slice, which 
celebrates the delights of 
‘everyday Britishness’ in 
their designs. 

Christmas workshops 
were held at Dalston CLR 
James Library as part of 
the day’s events. Over 500 
children and adults joined 
in and made a range of 
personalised Christmas 
cards, decorations and gifts. 

Local Women’s Institute 
group, Dalston Darlings;

Denchfield; family event 
company Sweethearts and 
Scallywags; artist Emily 
Tracy; and screen printer 
Tom Pearman assisted with 
the workshops.

T HE ringing-in of 

Christmas and New 
Year by church 
bells is an age old 
tradition still upheld by 
churches around the UK. 

One Hackney church 
that will be joining in is St 
Leonard’s, the parish church 
of Shoreditch. Its bells are 
famous for their inclusion in 
the nursery rhyme ‘Oranges 
and Lemons’: ‘ You owe me 
ten shillings , Say the bells of 
St Helens. When will you 
pay me? Say the bells of Old 
Bailey. When I grow rich, 


to have been an unpleasant 
ring, as her Majesty had 
some taste for music.” 

So the bells must have 
been in place before 
Elizabeth I’s death in 1603. 

James Peller Malcolm 
recorded in his ‘Londinium 
Redivium’ of 1803 that in 
1716: “The walls of the 
old church rent asunder, 
with a frightful sound, 
during Divine service, and 
a considerable quantity

in the square tower at the 
west end of the church. One 
reference can be found in 
Sir Henry Ellis’ ‘History and 
Antiquities of the Parish of 
Saint Leonard Shoreditch’, 
1798. He noted that: “In 
one of Queen Elizabeth’s 
progresses to Enfield, she 
was much pleased with 
Shoreditch bells; by which 
we may suppose them not

Although the present 
building only dates from 
1740, there has been a 
church on the site since 
Norman times. This was 
built from chalk and rubble, 
later replaced by brick and 
stone, with a tiled roof and 
wooden ceiling. 

Little is known about 
the original bells that hung

of mortar falling, the 
congregation fled on all 
sides to the doors, where 
they injured each other by 
their efforts to escape.” 

It was not until 1733 that 
a committee was at last 
formed to inspect the church 
and decide what to do about 
its poor state of repair. An 
Act was passed two years 
later authorising the old 
church to be pulled down 
and a replacement built. 

Demolition began in 
May 1736 and the new 
church, designed by George 
Dance the Elder, began 
to take shape. It had a 
peal of eight bells cast 


by Thomas Lester of the 
Whitechapel Bell Foundry 
in 1739 at a cost of £800. 

It became the headquarters 
of bell-ringing society, the 
Cumberland Youths. They 
were named after the Duke 
of Cumberland, victor 
against the Scots at the 
Battle of Culloden in April 
1746. Legend has it that on 
his return from Scotland, 
Cumberland passed through 
Shoreditch and the bells of 
St Leonard’s were rung to 
proclaim his victory. 

A further two bells made 
by Lester and Pack of 
Whitechapel were added 
in 1765, plus two more 


treble bells in 1807. 

By the end of the 19th 
century the bells were silent, 
being out of tune, but were 
retuned by Warners of 
Spitalfields and rang out 
again for the first time in 
20 years on 8 November 
1913, when hundreds of 
ringers turned out for 
the event. 

More repair work was 
undertaken in the late 
1960s by John Taylor and 
Co of Loughborough, 
and at the same time the 
Drapers’ Company donated 
another bell. 

A crack in the 10th bell 
was successfully welded in 


the 1980s, but another crack 
had appeared by 1990 and 
the only solution was for 
Taylors to recast the entire 
peal. Today the bells are 
noted for their excellent 
tonal quality.

W ALK off 
Hoxton 
Street and 
into the minds 
of local youth and our 
next generation of 
creative writers. 

Not-for-profit 
organisation the Ministry 
of Stories (MoS) was set 
up in the heart of Hoxton 
to help develop a passion 
for writing within young 
people. Co-founded in 
2010 by directors Ben 
Payne and Lucy Macnab 
with best selling author 
Nick Hornby, it is a free, 
creative writing and 
mentoring centre that 
makes a difference to 
many young people’s 
lives in Hackney and 
surrounding boroughs. 

Over 3,000 young 
people, aged eight to 18, 
visit the writing centre each 
year. Once inside, the place 
oozes with creativity. There

are enthusiastic volunteers, 
and workshop rooms with 
stories, ideas and drawings 
written across the white 
walls that emphasise the 
freedom young people 
find in exploring all forms 
of writing - including 
journalism, screen plays 
and song writing. 

Ben, who has a 
background in theatre and 
script writing, says: “MoS 
is about opening young 
people up to the idea that 
writing is part of everyday 
life. The aim is to not say 
that what they are doing 
in school is wrong - it’s 
that we are providing a 
complimentary way 
into writing.” 

The project is based on 
the successful 826 National 
projects in America which 
were established by Dave 
Eggers, best known for his 
memoir ‘A Heartbreaking 
Work of Staggering 
Genius’. The interior of the 
first centre in San Francisco 
was transformed with a 


pirate ship theme. Children 
loved it, and so did the 
adults. The idea took off 
with eight other centres 
opening in the US. 

Ben says: “This idea 
inspired Lucy and I, and as 
soon as we decided to go 
forward, people gravitated 


towards us with support, 
wanting to help, and 
wanting to make it happen 
just as much as we did.” 

What was initially meant 
to be a six month project 
quickly became permanent, 
after support from 
residents. 


In 2010, the MoS project 
expanded to incorporate 
Hoxton Street Monster 
Supplies, which sells 
tongue-in-cheek novelty 
products including tins 
of ‘Creeping Dread’ 
and bottles of ‘Sorrow’, 
alongside ‘BOO!’ T-shirts 
and ‘Dead Good’ bags. 

The products epitomise the 
British love of word play 
and satire and their sale 
helps fund the MoS. 

Ben says: “The 
imaginations of the youth 
are amazing, they will 
come up with the most 
extraordinary ideas. 

“If you give them the 
confidence to say your 
ideas are great, they reward 
you 10 times over with the 
things they come up with. 

“We help others consider 
writing and see how it can 
help with confidence and 
what they feel about the 
world. We hope it gives 
young people the means to 
articulate that.” 

MoS runs up to seven

workshops per week with 
eight volunteers helping run 
each session. The classes 
are free and schools are not 
charged. Workshops have 
included a speech writing 
project with the Houses of 
Parliament; creating poetry 
park labels for St Mary’s 
Secret Garden; and a ‘Share 
More Air’ book of lyrics for 
songs, made in partnership 
with record company 
Communion. 

Ben concludes: “These 
experiences at those ages 
stay with you for a long 
time and children will 
have this for the rest of 
their lives. Their work will 
capture what they were 
feeling at that age and we 
feel proud of what they 
have achieved.”

Happy Green Christmas 


R esidents are 

being urged 
to recycle all 
their festive 
waste this Christmas 
in order to protect the 
environment and save 
taxpayers’ money. 

The Council spends 
over £5million a year on 
rubbish disposal, with 
food waste accounting for 
about a third of this. 

The UK chucks the 
equivalent of 74million 
mince pies, two million 
turkeys and five million 
Christmas puddings in the 
bin every winter. 

People can help reduce 


this by only making 
enough food for the 
number of mouths they 
have to feed, and freezing 
leftovers. There will also 
be food waste that people 
won’t want to eat, like 
turkey bones, vegetable 
peelings, half eaten sprouts 
and fat, which can all be 
recycled. (Almost every 
home in Hackney now has 
a food waste collection or 
access to communal food 
waste bins.)

It is estimated 
that the amount of 
wrapping paper thrown 
out in the UK every 
Christmas could stretch 
to the moon if each sheet 


was laid end to end. 
However, wrapping paper, 
Christmas crackers, paper 
hats and cardboard boxes 
can all be recycled. 

Christmas trees can also 
be recycled. Residents with 
a garden should replant 
their tree (if it has roots) 
in a larger pot outside 
and reuse it next year. If 
that is not possible, bare 
trees should be left outside 
properties, visible from the 
road, on residents’ normal 
recycling and refuse 
collection days in the first 
two weeks of January to 
be taken for composting. 

Alternatively, trees 


can be dropped off 
at Millfields Depot, 
Millfields Road, E5, from 
30 December until 31 
January, 8 am to 3pm, 
Monday to Fridays; 
or 8am to 12 noon, on 
Saturdays. 

The trees will be 
shredded and turned into 
compost to be used on 
Hackney’s green spaces.

AN annual exhibition which celebrates seasonal traditions 
in English homes over the past 400 years has opened at 
Geffrye Museum. 

Visitors can step back in time as they move through the Hoxton 
museum’s 11 period rooms which are dressed in the festive styles of 
the times, ranging from the 17th century to present day. 

A display from 1630 is based on a ‘deck the halls with boughs of 
holly’ theme, and features a New Year’s Day feast in the hall of a 
London home. The table is laid with savoury and sweet dishes, which 


were unusual at the time, because sugar was such an expensive 
luxury. The shapes of the sugar sweets imitate food such as bacon 
and eggs. A later exhibit shows a middle class Victorian drawing 
room from the 1850s, with a decorated tree as the centrepiece. It 
demonstrates how many of our modern Christmas customs first 
began during Queen Victoria’s reign, especially tree decorating. 

The most modern room in the exhibition, ‘Christmas Present’, shows 
a converted warehouse in the Shoreditch area, dressed as though 
belonging to DINKYs (Dual Income, No Kids Yet) who work in the City.

Puss in Boots 

Until 5 January, Hackney Empire, 291 Mare Street, E8 1 EJ 


CREATIVE Director Susie McKenna has 
sprinkled fairy dust over the Hackney Empire 
with a production of ‘Puss in Boots’ that will 
blow the winter cobwebs away. 

Charles Perrault’s 500 year-old fairy tale 
is rebooted for 2013, with enough in-jokes 
to keep East Londoners enthused without 
alienating those from elsewhere. 

The plot is simple, the costumes fabulous. 
Puss (Kat B), is the eponymous hero of 
Hackneyonia. With his master Thomas (Matt 
Dempsey) the duo need to wrestle power 
from Queen Talulah, played by Sharon D 
Clarke, who wows the audience with her 
soulful voice. The power-hungry queen has 
turned the rightful king into an ogre, with 
the help of her old schoolmate-come-arch- 
enemy, the witch Evilena (Josefina Gabrielle.) 
She wants to steal the Queen’s daughter, the 
exceedingly spoilt Princess Pertunia (Amy 
Lennox), as payment, but the Queen is not 


easily perturbed. Will she save her daughter? 
Cheeky housekeeper Dame Nettie Knowall 
(Stephen Matthews) and her daughter 
Amnesiah (Darren Hart, who brilliantly 
captures the innocence and insolence 
of teenage girls) interact with the crowd 
fabulously, with witty puns and countless 
costume changes. 

Multi-inch platform heels do not hinder 
superb dance moves designed by 
choreographer Frank Thompson, supported 
by music from the brilliant pit orchestra. 

The audience can’t help but sing along 
to mashed-up classics including Adele’s 
‘Rolling in the Deep.’ 

There’s always something to feast your 
senses on and it’s no surprise there were 
almost no fidgety children in the enraptured 
crowd.

Peter is a full time carer for 
his brother, who suffers 
from cancer. Peter paid 
regular monthly amounts 
towards fuel bills, but got 
into arrears last winter. 

He contacted SHINE with 
debts of £400, which he 
was struggling to pay. 

Peter was given advice on 
how to minimise his costs, 
and an application was 
made to the British Gas 
Trust Fund, which helps 
people who have got into 


fuel debt. The application 
was successful and Peter 
received £450. 

He said: “When I found 
out that my debt had been 
cleared I was so happy. 
Hackney SHINE made it so 
easy, it’s definitely worth 
contacting them.” 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, added: “Fuel 
poverty is very real and 
it is affecting people in 


Hackney who have to make 
a choice between eating 
and heating. 

“We want to do what 
we can to help residents 
who find themselves in 
debt, in need of energy 
efficiency advice, or help 
with repairs in their home. 
Just one phone call to the 
Council’s SHINE scheme 
can make a real difference 
to those people who most 
need it during these cold 
winter months.”

Have a malaria-free Christmas 

RESIDENTS travelling abroad this Christmas are being 
urged to protect themselves against malaria. 

High incidences of the potentially life-threatening 
infection have been recorded in East London. In the first 
six months of 201 3, there were 23 confirmed cases in 
Hackney. This is the highest number in the North East and 
Central London region, which covers 1 3 boroughs. 

This Christmas, Public Health England and African 
Diaspora for Action Against Malaria are urging people to 
be aware of the risks. 

Those who once lived in Africa or South East Asia and 
had developed a resistance to malaria, rapidly lose that 
when they move to the UK, and should take 
precautions when returning to visit 
family. Anti-malarial medication 
is often inexpensive and people 
can avoid mosquito bites by 
covering up between dusk 
and dawn, using insect 
repellents and sleeping under 
insecticide treated bed nets.

Christmas meatballs with 
a spicy tomato sauce

Ingredients 

For the meatballs 

• 1 large free-range egg 

• 500g of quality minced beef 

• 2 tablespoons of finely chopped 
fresh parsley 

• 6 slices of wholemeal bread 
•Chopped dried cranberries 

• Olive oil. 

For the sauce 

• 1 bunch of fresh basil 

• 1 medium onion 

• 1 red pepper, diced 

• 1 courgette, diced 
•2 cloves of garlic 

• Half a fresh or dried red chilli 

• 2 400g tins of chopped tomatoes 

• 2 tablespoons of balsamic vinegar 

• Olive oil. 

Method 

• For the meatballs, preheat oven to 

1 80C. Toast the slices of bread until 


crisp and turn into breadcrumbs by hand, or using a 
hand blender 

• Combine the breadcrumbs with the rest of the 
meatball ingredients in a bowl and mix thoroughly 

• Using your hands, roll the mixture into about 1 6 to 20 
small balls. Lay them out on a non stick baking tray 
and bake in the oven for 1 5-20mins 

• For the sauce, heat oil in a pan over a medium heat. 
Add the garlic and onion and fry until they start to 
go brown 

• Add in the finely diced pepper and courgette, half the 
basil and chilli and stir. Cook over a medium heat for 
about 1 0 to 1 5 minutes 

• Add the chopped tomatoes and balsamic vinegar. 

Stir, then lower the heat and gently simmer for about 

1 5 minutes until you have a thick, concentrated sauce 

• Using a hand blender, blend the sauce until it reaches 
the desired consistency 

• Combine the meatballs with the sauce and serve with 
rice or wholegrain pasta. Tear up the remaining basil 
leaves and sprinkle on top just before serving.
